THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Columbia,  in 
the  County  of  Coos  and  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
qualified  to  Vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  no  tilled  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall 
in  said  Town,  on  Tuesday  the  10th  day  of  March  next, 
at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following- 
subjects  : 

1.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  Town  Clerk 

for  the  year  ensuing, 

2.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  Select- 

man for  three  years  next  ensuing. 

3.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  or  more 

Auditors  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

4.  To  choose    by  ballot    and    major    vote,    Library 

Trustees  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

5.  To  choose  by  ballot    and    major    vote    all    other 

necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

6.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 

sary for  the  support  of  the  Poor  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

7.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 

for  the  repairs  of  Highways. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  in- 

struct its  Selectment  to  take  such  action,  re- 
garding rolling,  plowing  or  otherwise,  in  keep- 
ing open  winter  roads  in  said  town  for  the  year 


ensuing,  as  in  their  judgment  seems  most  con- 
ducive to  the  best  interest  of  the  Town,  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  some. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  appro- 
priate if  any,  for  the  purpose  of  opening  up 
so-called  "Spring  Roads." 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  State  Aid  for  con- 

struction of  the  Class  II  road  known  as  Keach 
road  and  raise  and  apropriate  or  set  aside  for 
said  purpose  the  sum  of  $808.50;  or  will  accept 
state  aid  for  construction  of  Class  V  roads  and 
raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  pur- 
pose the  sum  of  $365.21. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  a  cer- 

tain highway  in  said  Town,  commencing  at  the 
junction  of  roads  easterly  of  the  residence  of  A. 
B.  Frizzell,  and  running  easterly  over  the  hill 
to  where  it  intersects  the  State  Aid  Road";  and 
in  event  of  said  vote  being  in  the  affirmative, 
such  discontinuance  to  become  effective  when 
the  State  Aid  road  now  under  construction  is 
fully  completed. 

12.  To  raise  such  sumiS  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 

sary for  the  upkeep  of  the  Cemetery. 

13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with  refer- 

ence to  hiring  the  Colebrook  Fire  Department, 
for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  of  fires,  in  said 
town,  and  in  event  of  favorable  action,  to  make 
the  necessary  appropriation  for  the  same. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  price  per 

day  for  the  hiring  of  manual  labor,  teams,  and 
trucks  for  work  on  Town  Roads. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 

lectmen to  incur  the  debts  for  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  ensuing 
municipal  year  and  to  pay  such  debts  out  of  the 
tax  money  w^hen  it  is  received. 


16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 

to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's 
Deeds. 

17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will   raise 

for  the  support  and  upkeep  of  Library. 

18.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 

sary for  the  support  of  Town  Charges  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  reports 

of  Agents,  Auditors,  Selectmen,  and  all  other 
officers,  and  ratify  and  confirm  the  same. 

20.  To  bring  in  your  ballots  to  vote  for  Delegates  to 

the  Republican  and  Democratic  National  Con- 
vention. 

21.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legal- 

ly come  before  the  meeting.
